Inspector William J. Moran said 
that a safe located in the rear of 
the store was ripped open and an 
undisclosed amount of cash taken. 
Raymond J. Hunter, manager of 
the market, estimated the amount 
taken to be between four and five 
hundred dollars. 

A cash register in the meat de- 
partment also was forced and em- 
tied of its contents, Moran said. 

Hunter said the burglary “must 
have taken place sometime be- 
tween 7 p.m. Sunday and 6:30 a.m. 
Monday.” 

Apparently more than one per- 
son was involved in the burglary 


because of the methods used in 
gaining entrance to the store, 


Hunter said.

store. A packing crate was placed 
under the hole apparently to help 
a second party descend easier than 
the first one, Hunter said. 

A second hole was made in the 
ceiling enabling the burglars tc 
reach the floor. After they had 
emptied the safe, they forced the 
rear Coor of the store to leave by 
an easier route than when they 
entered, Hunter said. 

Another safe, lJocated at the 
front of the store, was untouched 
Hunter said.

Incorporation 
Move Clouds 
Plans fo East 


Petitions are being circulated in 
Hast Palo Alto this week by mem 
bers of the East Palo Alto Incor 
poration Study Committee, while 
today the San Mateo Boundary 
Commission meets once again in 
reference to annexation conflicts 
with the proposed city of Ravens- 
wood. 

Donald Barr, chairman of the 
incorporation group, has announc 
ed that approximately 20 three 
man crews are circulating the pe- 
titions, which must have signa- 
tures to bring the issue of Ravens. 
wood’s incorporation before the 
voters next fall. 

The incorporation committee 
has issued a fact sheet, entitled 
| “It’s Up to You,” throughout the 
East Palo Alto area, presenting its 
arguments for incorporation. 

In this fact sheet, however, 
there is one error —and Barr 
has pointed out to the public 
that this was a result of boun- 
dary changes after the sheet was 
printed. The information and 
map lists the 100-acre Kava- 
naugh industrial tract as part of 
the proposed city of Ravens- 
wood—although the Kavanaugh 
| tract is presently being consid- 
ered by the city of Menlo Park 
as a new annexation. 

A second annexation request, 
that of University City, a triangle 
| of land west of Bayshore—is also 
| vending annexation to Menlo 
Park. 
| And the third of the recent an- 
nexation requests—that of L. C. 
| Smith’s industrial land, will be 
|evaluated at today’s third consecu- 
tive Thursday afternoon Boundary

lots to pave them later this sum- 
mer, too. 

The traffic lights are being in- 
stalled at Santa Cruz avenue and 
Sand Hill road, at Santa Cruz av- 
enue and University drive, and 
at Willow road and Gilbert 
street. 


The parking plazas, purchased, 


with proceeds of the first year of 
operation of the city’s sales tax, 
include a 37-car facility facing 
Merrill street, and a 40-car lot fac: 
ing Oak Grove avenue between El 
Camino Real and Chestnut street. 

Why will these be the last ma- 
jor street projects for the next 
‘everal months? There are several 
reasons. 

First, councilmen decided early 
this year to save the city’s share 
of state gasoline tax funds, so that 
they can be used for some larger 
project. It’s calculated that in a 
couple of years, the city can save 
about $120,000, but the state re- 
quires that all gasoline tax monies 
rebated to cities be spent on major 
streets and highways. 

The city could spend it in a ser- 
‘es of small jobs at particular lo- 
cations throughout the city, but 
councilmen prefer to hope that 
they can put one project through 
which will be more important in 
the long run. It’s seen as a possi: 
bility that the city’s share of gas 
tax funds can be used for the ev- 
centual underpass connecting Wil- 
low road with El Camino Real. 

The reason city councilmen 
have felt it appropriate to spend 
as much as they have on addi- 
tional offstreet parking in the 
downtown area, while other cap- 
ital outlay projects have been 
held in abeyance, are two-fold: 

First, city councilmen feel that 
providing parking is a cost of do- 
ing business, not something that 
should be assessed against the 
community as a whole. But since 


|the businessmen obviously collect 


the sales tax for the city, it makes 
good business sense to encourage 
them in their efforts to make a liv- 


ing and, incidentally, provide 
more tax revenues. 
Second, city councilmen feel 


that the projects to be financed 
by the sales tax are so numerous 
that the best way to pay for them 
would be to bond the city for en- 
cugh to pay for development of 
the entire civic center project, as 
well as part of the cost of the pro- 
posed underpass. 

The city’s income from sales 
tax, according to this view, 
should be used to retire the 
bonded indebtedness. 

Meanwhile, the fact that the city 


has no more major street projects 


in mind doesn’t mean the street 


|department’s workers will be in- 


active. There are plenty of routine 
maintenance jobs to be done, to 
keep them busy for a long time. 
It doesn’t mean, either, that ar- 
eas with special problems are go- 
ing to go unconsidered. Special 
assessment districts can be formed 
any time, and ask the city to over- 
see improvements in given areas. 
Right now, reports Assistant Ci- 
ty Manager John R. Johnson, some 
contact work is going on in two 
blocks of the old North Palo Alto 
subdivision in the Willows area, 
where a couple of alleys are in 
reed of paving.

Bootleg Trial 
Stirred Up 
‘Stench Hole’ 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 30 years 
ago this week, the following 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community: 


June 22, 1928: 


“In the first jury trial to be held 
in Menlo Park, a local man was 
found guilty on a charge of violat- 
ing the Volstead Act... The local 
city hall where the trial was held 
was packed to the doors and many 
reople who desired to witness the 
proceedings blocked the sidewalk 
until after midnight... 

“When the case opened before 
Judge Clough last Friday night 
Attorney J. T. O’Keefe appeared 
for the defendant and City Attor. 
rey George K. Whitworth was 
there to attend the prosecution .. . 

“Attorney O’Keefe seemed to be 
of the opinion that the reason for 
the arrests had been that the city 
was in need of funds to run its 
sovernment on and this assertion 
was vigorously denied by City At- 
{orney Whitworth who stated that 
the city had plenty of cash in the 
treasury to meet all present needs 
and that the sole purpose of the 
raids was to clean up the city, 
which he said had been the ‘stench 
hole’ of the peninsula. 

“Do you want homes or boot- 
leggers,’ he asked... .”

At a signal, teams of two or 
three firemen under the direc. 
tion of a lieutenant would move , 
in on the flames, using high 
pressure, 1!2-inch hoses. 
“They’re pumping from a tank 
carried on the fire truck,” Chie! 
Carter explained, and one of the 
objects of this kind of a drill is te 
out the fire out while using as lit 

tle water as: possible. 

“Besides, if we use too much 
water, it’ll make it difficut for us 
to get the next fire started in the 
building.” 

Typically, setting and fighting 
a fire took about 20 minutes, as of 
last Friday morning. 

Cleland would start it, close all 
the doors, put obstacles in the 
way and leave the building.

County Charter Change Proposals

Lots to Argue

With the turmoil of the primary | 
slection only now starting to cool 
off, we already hear of the chang- | 
es in the county charter that may | 
be presented to the voters at the} 
November general election. 

With all our county positions de- 
cided at the primary except for 
one supervisor job, we will have 
to concentrate our attention on the 
recommendations of the Charter 
Study Commission and the state 
and national run-offs. With all 
these battles in the news we 
should have enough topics for dis- 
cussion to keep us busy. 

When the board of supervis- 
ors appointed the charter study 
group last fall, there were cries 
of “politics” and favoritism as a 
means of getting back at the Ci- 
vil Service Commission for its 
powers in salary matters that 
have left the board stymied. 
The supervisors denied these 

charges and promised they would 
keep hands-off once the commis- 
sion, headed by Richard Elkus 
started to work. Although no rec. 
ommendations have been announc 
ed by the committee, the latest ac 
tions indicate that the board is to 
be upset on two of the issues. 

First, the commission will rec. 
ommend that the board member 
ship be increased to seven. based 
on a reanportionment of districts 
by population and geographical 
lines. 

Second, news is that the com 
mission does not look with favor 
on changing the charter to give the 
supervisors the final say on sala 
ries to be paid county employees 
(the civil service list, that is). The 
second issue was trounced by the 


voters two years ago when the 
board sought its own charter 
changes. 


Supervisors have expressed the 
view that the county does not need 
two additional board members to 
run the county government effici 


|ently. They do favor the redistrict 


ing plan, however. 

Whether the commisison will 
recommend the election of super- 
visors by districts instead of coun 
ty-wide is probable but not cer- 
tain.

The arrange- 
ment might settle the battle for 
equal representation on the Bay 
side, but it will not correct the 
fact that one supervisor repre- 
sents a few Coastside residents. 


We don’t pretend to have the 
answer, and there will be many a 
word battle before the new boun- 
lary lines are settled, whether we 
‘ave the present five or expand to 
seven board members. 


That the study group itself-is 
having a tough time agreeing on 
the recommendations is the 11- 
5 vote in favor of enlarging the 
board. This same degree of disa- 
greement is likely to carry over 
to the public when it comes 
time to vote. There will be plen- 
ty of time to discuss the issues 
AFTER the recommendations 
are made public. 

As a follow-up to the primary 
we want to correct a statement in 
last week’s column. We referred 
to Ildo Rosselini as president of 
the “Italian-Catholic Federation” 
as quitting the Bocci for DA cam- 
paign resulting in turmoil in that 
organizatian.

When he got back 
on the 1.9-mile circuit, it was 
too late. He finished fifth.

Since soil and climatic condi- 
tions vary widely, it is advisable 
to consult with your local nursery- 
man rather than risk disappoint- 
ment.

MP League of Women Voters 
Backs Supervisor District Changes: s\'.ccs.sangne moet ciet cmos: 


“Redefining the supervisorial 
districts was given top priority 
among county problems by the 
Leagues of Women Voters of Men- 
lo Park and San Mateo at a joint 
meeting held June 11 at Ramor 
Oaks in Atherton. Members of 
both Leagues met to hear the re- 
port from their joint workshop 
which has been studying the Coun- 
ty. Charter for the past year. 

The report said: “We believe 
that the present division of the 
gupervisorial districts is out of 
date and that there is great in- 
equality among them, especially as 
to ‘size and population. 

“We propose, therefore, that | 
evéry 10 years, following cach 
federal census, the Board of Su- 
pervisors be required to appoint 
‘an advisory Districting Commis- 
sion to study the aligning of the 
stpervisorial districts. 

“This. is not meant to daiwa 
that population ought to be the 
solé criterion for dividing into dis- 
tricts,-but that it certainly ought 
to be considered as a large factor, 
and to. be considered at least ev- 
ery 10 years. 

“We. see this as an addition to 
the ‘County Charter’.” 

This section of the report was 
adopted © unanimously. It was 
brought out iff discussion that the 
population estimates from the 
County Master Plan give the pop- 
ulation distribution as: 

1 district 


(north county) ...........102,350 
2 district 

‘(Mid-Peninsula) .......... 93,775 
3. district 
, (south county) .............. 107,775 
4 district 

(coastside) .................. . 5,875 
5 district 


(Millbrae-Burlingame) 36,225 

Thus the fourth district is about 
one-twentieth the size of districts 
One and three in population. 

Contingent upon the supervisor- 
jal districts being made more 
equal in size and population, the 
League members voted _ over- 
whelmingly that five supervisors 
be retained rather than to increase 
the ‘board to seven members. 

“If we can modernize the rest 
of the structure of the county gov 
ernment, we believe that five su- 
pervisors can serve as well as a 
larger number,” the report con- 
tinues. 

On the issue of whether the su-| 
pervisors ought to be elected “by | 
district” or “at large,” the Leagues | 
took no action at this time. ‘They 
requested the workshop to prepare 
a detailed pro and con argument | 
for presentation at another joint 
meeting in September. 

League members supported the | 
recommendation that all heads of | 
departments in the county govern- | 
ment with the exception of district | 
attorney, sheriff and assessor 
ought to be apopinted by the coun- 
ty. manager and approved by Me! 
board of supervisors. 

“In the case of the county super- 
intendent of schools, we believe | 
that this office should be filled by | 
an appointee of the county board 
of education, This relationship is 
governed by both state law and} 
the county charter, and it is antici-| 
pated that it will be changed at| 
the state Jevel in the foreseeable | 
future,” the League went on. { 

Said the report, “We agree | 
>with experts in the field of gov- 
ernment that the only method 
of achieving a democratic gov- 
ermment is via the so-called 
‘short ballot.’ Every study which 
has been made shows that five 
candidates is the largest num. 
ber which the average voter can 
know, and therefore elect intel- | 
ligently, at any given election. | 

“A workable structure for the 
county government, in our opin. | 
ion, would be to elect five super- 
visors to be the final authority, to| 
make policy, to plan for the fu- 
ture of the county, to exercise con- 
trol of the budget, to be the legis- | 
lative body, to appoint the county 
manager and to appoint all advis- 
ory commissions. 

“The county manager, in turn 
would be responsible for the oper: | 
ation of the business of San Mateo 
County. As at present, he would | 
have indefinite tenure, based up- 
on performance, and could be re- 
moved by a four-fifths vote of “the ! 
board of supervisors, as the char- 
ter now provides. He ought, then 
to have a certain latitude of oper- 
ation to organize the county gov- 
ernment to carry out most effici-j 
ently, most democratically, most 
justly, and most ec onomically the}

Rifle, Pistol | 
Shooting Fun, 
But Play It Safe! 


Summer time can be fun-filled 
shooting time if certain basic safe- 
ty rules are observed. With the 
proper training and the selection 
of a safe shooting area, small bore 
shooting can be a test of eye and 

ody that the entire family can en- 
Joy. 

Proper training can come either 
from joining a local gun club or 
by shooting with an older, more 
experienced marksman. 

Selection of a proper shooting 
location will be determined by 

common sense and_ courtesy. 
State game laws may easily be 
checked at local sport shops, and 
a call to the sheriff’s office will 
give you a quick check of shoot- 
ing laws within each county. It’s 
also a smart shooter who always 
obtains permission to shoot from 
the land owner. 

If shooters are after ground 
squirrels or other pests, often land 
owners will welcome them. 

Shooting at a stationary target 
gives the novice a chance to famil- 
iarize himself with his rifle and 
various conditions. Standard print- 
ed targets allow the best indication 
of exactly where each shot is go- 
ing. 

Shooting at dangerous and un- 
sightly tin cans and bottles should 
be avoided. There should be a 
backstop of soft earth behind the 
targets, so that spent bullets will 
bury themselves, rather than rico- 
chet off across country. One 
should remember that even the 
small .22 caliber rifle has a muz- 
zle velocity of about 1100 feet per 
second. 


The shooting of ground squirrels 
and other small pests can provide 
faster action and also demand 
more skill. The hunter must also 
know the country around himself 
and know that any given shot is 
not toward livestock, homes, or 
roads. :

As to the arms themselves, a vis- 
it to your nearby sport store will 
show tht single-shot, bolt-action 
rifles are priced as low as $23.95. 
One arms manufacturer recently 
brought out a new “single-shot au- 
tomatic.” That is, while each car- 
tridge is placed singly into the 
breech before firing, after the 
round is fired, automatic extrac. 
tion, ejection, recocking takes | 
place. 

The action is left open to _re- 
ceive the next round and the 
“safety” is automatically set. This 
gun also sells for $23.95. 


For the really experienced rifle- 
man, an enjoyable change of pace | 
may be gained by pistol shooting. | 

While easier to carry, the hand 

gun demands more care in hand- 
ling, and more skill in shooting. 

Either automatics or revolvers | 
start in price at about $50. One| 
manufacturer now produces .22 re-| 
volvers in soft pastel colors for | 
the ladies to enjoy shooting, along 
with dad and sonny. New light- 
weight metals are also making 
guns lighter and easier to carry 
on an all-day hike. 

Enjoy your shooting, but always 
play it safe.

It’s a good deal easier for your | 
service station attendant to check | 
the condition of the tires when 
the car is up on a grease rack, than | 
it is for you to do the same thing | 
at your own home. 

Small cuts and bulges—possible 
danger signs—become readily ap- 
parent when both sides of a tire 
@re in view, and when the weight 
of the car is off of it. 

The brakes, of course, should be 
checked for leaks in the system as 
well as for the amount of “lining” 
—the actual breaking surface that 
comes in contact with the wheels 
—on the brake shoes. Beyond that, 
the adjustment should be taken up 
so the brakes operate with the pe- 
dal a good distance above the 
floor. 


This is a wise adjustment be- 
cause on some cars, prolonged use 
of brakes, such as may become ne- 
cessary when descending a long 
grade with a loaded ear, results in 
“brake fade”—a condition under 
which you’ve got to push farther 
to do the same braking as you did
